U.  S.  To  Demand  Action 
On  Russian  U.  N.  Voting  : 


UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP) 
-The  United  States  gave  notice 
today  it  will  demand  that  voting 
rights-  be  taken  away  from  the 
Soviet  Union  the  day  the  U.N. 
General  Assembly  opens — Nov.  10 
— unless  the  Russians  pay  up  for 
peacekeeping  operations. 

THE  STEP  was  taken  amid 
hints  from  the  Soviet  Union  that 
it  will  quit  the  U.N.  if  it  is  depriv- 
id  of  its  assembly  vote. 

Ambassador  Adlai  E.  Steven- 
son spelled  out  in  detail  the  U.S. 
position  on  the  U.N.  financial 
crisis  in  a long  memorandum  to 
Secretary-General  U Thant  for 
circulation  as  an  official  docu- 
ment. 

STEVENSON  expressed  will, 
ingness  of  the  United  States  to 
accept  any  reasonable  solution 
for  breaking  the  deadlock  over 
finances — provided  it  includes 
payment  of  money  to  the  U.N. 
by  the  Soviet  Union  and  other 
debtor  nations. 

Stevenson  tok  the  step  here  as 
Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk 
said  in  Washington  that  Soviet 
reluctance  to  pay  anything  on  its 
$55  million  debt  deeply  affected 
the  constitutional  structure  of  the 
world  organization. 

THE  MEMOEANDU5I  said  all 
U.N.  members  must  be  prepared 
to  be  flexible  on  how  the  back 
payments  should  be  made. 

“The  only  vitally  essential  in- 
gredient in  any  solution  is  that 
the  funds  be  made  available  to 
the  United  Nations,”  it  added. 

The  United  States  contends 
that  under  Article  19  of  the  U.N. 
Charter  any  member  two  years  in 
arrears  on  its  financial  contri- 
butions shall  be  deprived  of  its  as- 
sembly vote. 


The  memorandum  pointed  to 
the  Nov.  10  opening  date  and 
said  that  day  “presents  the  inve- 
vitable  and  inescapable  issue”  of 
adhering  to  that  provision  of  the 
charter. 

THE  FIRST  BUSINESS  of  the 
Assembly  is  to  elect  a new  presi- 
dent, and  thus  the  matter  of  the 
right  of  vote  becomes  an  immedi- 
ate issue. 

The  Soviet  Union  and  nine 
other  countries  are  more  than 
two  years  in  arrears  on  U.N. 
peacekeeping  assessments.  By  the 
time  the  assembly  meets  the  list 
may  be  down  to  Six — the  Soviet 
Union,  The  Ukraine.Byelo  Rus- 
sia, Czechoslovakia,  Poland  and 
Romania.

James  A.  Jensen,  curator  of 
BYU’s  Geology  Museum,  will  re- 
present BYU  in  a five-month  sci- 
entific expedition  to  northwestern 
Argentina  which  leaves  this 
month. 

BYU  WILL  participate  with  the 
Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology 
of  Harvard  University.  The  field- 
work will  be  caried  out  unuci  an 
agreement  with  the  Argentine 
government. 

Hosting  the  expedition  is  Uni- 
versidad  Nacional  de  la  Plata. 

THE  SCIENTISTS,  headed,  by 
Dr.  Alfred  S.  Romer.  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Vertebrate 
Paleontology  at  Harvard  Univer- 
sity. will  probe  the  eastern  slopes 
of  the  Andes  for  further  know- 
ledge of  primitive  reptiles  and 
amphibians. 

BYU,  as  a participating  mem- 


ber of  the  group,  will  share  in 
valuable  materials  found  by  the 
expedition, 

Mr.  Jensen  formerly  a member 
of  the  Harvard  Museum  staff, 
participated  in  an  Argentine  ex- 
pedition in  1958.  That  expedition 
discovered  animals  which  were 
neither  reptile  nor  mammal,  but 
belonged  to  a group  called  cynod- 
onts.

Legal  Counsel 
Made  Public 
For  Freshmen 


Legal  counsel  and  advice  re- 
ceived from  Attorney  General 
David  C.  Hoopes  concerning  the 
forthcoming  freshman  class  and 
Senate  elections  was  made  public 
Thursday  by  ASBYU  President 
Bruce  L.  Olsen. 

ATTORNEY  GENERAL  Ho- 
opes advised  President  Olsen  that 
the  provisions  of  the  recently  rati- 
fied constitutional  amendment 
must  be  enforced  during  the 
freshman  class  elections  and  that 
three  freshman  class  senators  and 
the  class  vice  president  would  be 
permitted  to  take  their  seats  in 
the  Senate. 

Because  the  sophomore,  junior, 
senior  and  graduate  class  sen- 
ators were  elected  last  year  under 
the  provisions  of  a consitiution 
ratified  April  14,  1961,  four  class 
senators  and  the  class  vice  presi- 
dents are  currently  seated. 

HOOPES  SAID  in  his  state- 
ment, “It  is,  indeed,  unfortunate 
that  the  freshman  class  this  year 
may  elect  only  three  senators  and 
is  deprived  of  the  opportunity  of 
equal  representation  in  the  legis- 
lative matters  of  the  student- 
body. 

“Nevertheless,  this  possibility 
was  considered  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  it  was  the  ruling  of 
that  court  on  May  15,  1964,  that 
four  senators  would  be  permitted 
to  represent  the  sophomore,  jun- 
ior, senior  and  graduate  classes.” 

This  was  the  first  opinion  given 
by  the  Attorney  General  in  the 
present  year.  He  serves  as  coun- 
sel for  the  executive  officers  and 
rends  decisions  when  such  of- 
ficers need  legal  advice.

Senatorial  Candidates  Clash 

The  cries  for  discussion  over  issues  in  a campaign  have 
finally  been  answered. 

The  debate  between  Senator  Frank  E.  Moss  and  Dr.  Er- 
nest L.  Wilkinson  was  definitely  over  issues.  It  was  carried 
out  with  sophistication  and  general  g90d  taste.  Both  candi- 
dates should  be  complimented  on  their  conduct  during  the 
debate. 

The  general  rapport  of  the  audience  was  also  commend- 
able Students  conducted  themselves  with  maturity.  Occas- 
ional outbreaks  of  audience  reaction  were  expected  and  gen- 
erally not  offensive.  This  action  proved  students  to  be  sin- 
cerely interested  and  conscious  of  the  issues  being  discussed. 

However,  Utah  voters  might  well  have  questioned  the 
subject  matter  which,  was  chosen  as  a topic  of  debate. 

The  topics  discussed  were  the  national  debt,  unemploy- 
ment and  the  curbing  of  government  spending.  These  i^ues 
had  definite  appeal  to  BYU’s  composite  audience,  but  Utah 
voters  were  left  with  little  information  that  would  be  of  use 
to  them  in  voting  for  the  senator  which  will  represent  their 
state. 

The  national  debt,  unemployment  and  the  curbing  of  gov- 
ernmental spending  are  the  types  of  issues  one  would  expect 
to  hear  from  a presidential  candidate,  not  from  candidates 
seeking  election  to  the  Senate. 

A discussion  of  state  issues  might  have  been  more  valu- 
able. 

It  is  true  that  Americans  should  be  aware  of  the  nation- 
al debt  and  the  increases  in  goverament  spending.  But  the 
answer  for  this  problem  should  be  found  in  the  platform  of 
the  national  candidates  rather  than  the  state  representatives. 

Both  candidates  were  extremely  free  at  quoting  facts 
and  figures.  Dr.  Wilkinson’s  visual  aids  were  deservedly 
laughted  at,  as  He  presented  his  argument  that  the  national 
debt  is  increasing  and  that  if  the  “Democrats  were  left  in 
office  for  another  term,  they  would  squander  taxes  which 
you  and  I as  taxpayers  pay.” 

Although  Senator  Moss  did  not  graphically  present  his 
argument,  he  was  also  guilty  of  using  a raft  of  facts,  figures 
and  percentages  to  prove  that  tlie  national  del>t  is  not  increas- 
ing, but  that  “things  are  good  all  over.” 

Facts,  figures  and  charts  can  be  misleading,  especially 
when  the  audience  does  not  possess  the  necessary  back- 
ground. An  audience  must  be  generally  orientated  in  the 
subtle  use  of  statistics  in  order  to  fully  understand  the  mes- 
sage of  the  speaker. 

Unless  this  background  is  given,  the  reverie  of  figures  is 
nothing  more  than  impressive  excess  baggage. 

Both  candidates  could  have  l)een  more  effective  had  they  i 
become  involved  in  issues  which  did  not  require  the  moun- 
tains of  figures  which  can  be  interpreted  in  numerous  ways. 

They  did,  however,  give  the  audience  something  with 
which  to  build  opinions. 


Students  In  History  170 
Voice  Political  Opinions 


Polilical  polls  are  now  a nation- 
al institution.  Brigham  Young 
University  is  no  exception. 

A recent  small  scale  poll  was 
taken  to  survey  the  opinions  of 
1450  students  to  determine  the  po- 
litical preference  of  the  History 
170  class,  according  to  Dr.  Rich- 
ard D.  Poll. 

The  survey  was  conducted  in 
the  History  170  class  which  is 
now  receiving  instruction  via  ed- 
ucational television.  This  is  the 
largest  class  on  campus  and  the 
logical  sample  for  a political  sur- 
vey. 

The  inquiry  made  in  connection 
with  a quiz  in  the  American  Her- 
itage class  found  52  percent  of 
the  students  polled  were  Republi- 
can, 20  percent  Democrats  and  28 
percent  Independents,  Dr.  Poll 
said. 

Sixty  percent  of  the  students 
favored  the  Republican  candidate 
Senator  Barry  Goldwater  while  40 
percent  were  pulling  for  Presi- 
dent Johnson. 

Only  13  percent  of  the  class  Re- 
publicans are  switching  to  Presi- 
dent Johnson  and  almost  the 
same  percentage  of  Democrats 
are  preferring  Senator  Goldwater, 
Dr.  Poll  added. 

President  Johnson  won  the  In- 


dependents, 52  percent  to  42  per- 
cent, with  6 percent  st.ll  unde- 
cided. 

Plans  are  now  being  formulat- 
ed to  take  other  opinion  samples 
Dr.  Poll  said.  These  poils  will  be 
on  current  important  topics.

Most  of  these  examinations 
were  administered  by  hired  phy- 
sicians, but  since  many  of  the 
students  required  additional  med- 
ical care,  students  health  centers 
were  established. 

The  character  of  the  health 
program  today  is  in  a transitional 
period.  With  the  increased  enroll- 
ment in  most  of  the  schools  ac- 
ross the  nation,  it  has  become 
more  difficult  for  school  physi- 
cians to  give  examinations  to  all 
the  students. 

A shortage  of  doctors,  as  W’ell 
as  the  small  percentage  of  new 
cases  being  detected  in  the  stu- 
dents ( 1 out  of  1,000  ratio  at  BYU 
last  year),  have  made  entrance 
physicals  unfeasible  on  a student 
health  center  level. 

In  addition  most  students  have 
already  taken  enough  physical  ex- 
aminations in  elementary  junior 
and  senior  high  school,  pre-draft 
and  other  military  examinations 
missionary,  church  activity  and 
sports  physical,  etc.,  that  by  the 
time  they  reach  college  age,  stu- 
dents are  completely  aware  of 
their  illnesses  and  physical  de- 
fects. 

BYU  does  not  require  physical 
examinations  from  private  phys- 
icians prior  to  registration.  How- 
ever, students  in  the  future  may 
be  expected  to  do  so.
